COMMUNITY 
MORE KITCHENS NEEDED— 
AT ONCE

T is difficult to imagine why we in 
| Ireland, faced as we are with the 
vital necessity for large-scale 
economies in food and fuel, have not 
gone into the business of the establish- 
ment of communal cooking centres 
much more wholeheartedly than we 
have. We are, as a people, enterpris- 
ing enough, and it does seem strange 
that this method of nourishing our- 
selves in a rational and economical 
manner has not had the attention 
which it deserves. 

It is a well-established fact that food 
bought and cooked in large quantities 
can be distributed at least 40 per cent. 
more cheaply than when bought in 
quantities by individual house- 
wives and cooked at home. This may 
seem a startling statement, but it is 
also an incontrovertible fact, and one 
which, taken in conjunction with the 
very real food and fuel shortage, under- 
‘lines the necessity for the establishment 
of Community Cooking Centres at the 
earliest possible moment, not alone for 
the very poor, but for all sections of 
the community. 

The question of equipment is a very 
simple one really, though often re- 
garded as an insuperable difficulty, 
especially at such a time. This is all 
wrong. There are many useful adapt- 
able boilers and cauldrons which are 
quite suitable for cooking on a large 
scale, lying about in all sorts of places, 
All that is necessary is that there 
should be someone enterprising enough 
to go and look for them.

electricity for domestic

In the Philippines General 
MacArthur has unquestionably sus- 
tained a skilful and stubborn campaign, 
in the course of which very consider- 
ablo Japanese effectives and material 
have had to be committed. It is as 
yet too soon to pronounce whether 
organised resistance will eventually 
have to be liquidated. There would 
still, of course, be the possibility of 
guerrilla warfare. In this the Filipino 
has always been an adept; his terrain 
was very suitable, and he can show 
strong testimonials from both Ameri- 
cans and Spaniards.

OBITUARY 
MR. HAROLD L. 


MURPHY. K.C. 


The death has occurred in London, at 
the age of 59, of Mr. Harold Lawson 
Murphy, an eminent member of the 
English Bar. He was a son of the late 
Right Hon. Mr, Justice Murphy, who 
was prosecuting counsel in the trial of 
the Phenix P murderers, in 1885, 
and was long believed to be in peril of 
his life for the part he played in the 
oe . Both Mr. a and 
bis brother, Lord Justice Murphy, 
Northern Ireland Appeal Judge, were 
brought up in a legal atmosphere, for 
they were also grandsons of a judge. 
Mr. Justice Keogh. He married, in 
1931, Miss Elsie Holmes, daughter of 
the Right Hon. Lord Justice Holmes. 
Mr, Murphy was educated at Charter- 
house School and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, which he entered in 1900. He 
had a notably brilliant academic career. 
In his second year he won the Little- 
dale Prize, and ip 1902 was a Clough 
Memorial Prizeman. He graduated 
with first of First Class Moderatorship 
and Large Gold Medal in Modern His- 
tory Political Economy in 1903, 
and in the following ‘year took the 
Helen Blake Scholarship for History 
Research. He was Auditor of the 
ie Historical Society, 1905-6. Be- 
fore he was thirty he was appointed 
Barrington Lecturer in olitical 
Economy. 
Mr. Murphy was called to the Irish 
Bar in 1906, three years after his 
brother, and after four years of success- 
ful advocacy became a member of the 
Bar of England. He was elected Master 
of the Bench of the Inner Temple in 
1954. He was Chairman of the Croy- 
don Typhoid uiry in 1937, and also 
occupied, from time to time, numérous 
other important legal positions, includ- 
ing those of Commissioner of Assize for 
irmingham Chairman of the 
Committee of Investigation under the 
Agricultural Marketing Act. In 1935

He has ‘‘released”’ a 
mass of information which can leave 
no Irish citizen in any doubt con- 
cerning the gravity of the country’s 
plight in regard to supplies. 
Nothing, of course, is absolutely 
certain. There may be no need of 
rationing ; there may be a sufficiency 
of wheat, barley, coal and tea; the 
gas companies may be able to carry 
on. From the tone of Mr. Lemass’s 
‘interview, however, we must con- 
clude that the likelihood of such 
fortune is small; that he himself 
fears the worst, and that the twenty- 
six counties will be extremely lucky 
to survive the coming months 
without acute discomfort, if not 
without ‘grave distress. In respect 
of bread, the country is con- 
spicuously worse off than it had 
been induced to believe. The 
“record” harvest, on which so 
many hopes were placed some 
months ago, has not come up to 
expectations. Instead of 290,000 
tons of wheat the quantity which 
was estimated as necessary in order 
that the present supply of bread 
might be maintained—only 190,000 
tons have reached the mills, while 
only 40,000 tons have been received 
from abroad. The country’s total 
requirements, at the present rate of 
consumption, amount to 370,000 
tons, so that the appalling deficit of 
140,000 tons remains to be filled. Mr. 
Lemass talks—without conviction— 
of the possibility of a further 
60,000 tons from across the seas, 
and—somewhat more cheerfully—of 
the chance that some farmers have 
withheld their wheat until the 
present month, when they are 
entitled to an increase of ls. on 
every barrel. If this latter hope 
proves itself vain, then the ration- 
ing of bread becomes almost 
inevitable. 

This scarcity of bread is the first 
ordeal that the people must endure. 
Even more disquieting if the danger 
of a severe scarcity of fuel; but on 
this subject, curiously, the Minister 
is almost cheerful. The present 
import of coal is less than half that 
of pre-war days, and the gas com- 
panies receive only about one-sixth 
of their former quota. On the other 
hand, some consumers, apparently, 
possess so much fuel already that 
they are not troubling to draw their 
ration of turf; in the so-called 
„ turf areas no shortage exists at 
all; in the non-turf areas every- 
body can obtain his prescribed ration 
of fuel; there may be no need to 
ration gas in Dublin for some time. 
On this subject the precision which 
characterises the rest of Mr. Lemass’s 
statements seems to have deserted 
him. One might be led to assume 
that all was well on the “fuel 
front.” In fact, as everybody is 
becoming painfully aware, it is any- 
thing but well, Things may not be 
so bad as was anticipated for those 
who are in a position to “ take up ”’ 
their ration, but nothing has borne, 
and is bearing, so severely upon the 


poor as the scarcity of fuel. It is not 
the household that buys by the 


quarter-ton—and used to buy by the 
ton--that matters; it is the house- 
hold that cannot afford more than 
a bag at a time—and in this category 
are included nearly half of the 
families in the City of Dublin. The 
sorry fact is that, so far as most 
houses are concerned, fuel is scarce, 
uncomfortably scarce; and, even if 
it were not scarce, it is too dear for 
purses which already have become 
painfully thin. We believe that 
shortage of fuel, rather than of food, 
will be the main problem that the 
people and Government of Ireland 
must solve during the coming 
months. |

The British and 
Americans drew their attention to 
this condition of affairs. They 
pointed out that, having recovered 
their lost territory, the Finns ought 
to make their peace with Russia; 
but the Finnish Government ignored 
this hint, although it was warned 
that persistence in its campaign 
against Russia would compel the 
British to treat ‘Finland as an open 
enemy nof only during, but also 
after the war. In the meantime, 
Russia, who had become officially 
allied to Great Britain, was urging 
the British Government to declare 
war on Finland, as well as 
on the other small States that 
were helping Germany in her war 
against the Soviets; and, after a 
long interval, during which diplo- 
matic attempts were made to solve 
the problem peacefully, this drastic 
step was taken. Now Finland is at 
war with Great Britain,\and, for all 
practical purposes, also with the 
United States, although both the 
Anglo-Saxon nations have the 
greatest sympathy with her people. 
There was a belief some time ago 
that the Finnish Government would 
withdraw from the active fighting, 
and remain satisfied with the con- 
solidation of her former frontiers; 
but it seems that General Manner- 
heim decided that the wiser course 
would be to remain at Germany’s 
side until the end of the Russian 
campaign. Now the people of 
Finland find themselves in an 
invidious position; for the tide 
of battle appears to have turned 
in Russia, and the Red Army has 
launched a violent offensive against 
the Finns in the Karelian Isthmus. 
According to Swedish reports, the 
Russians are throwing great masses 
of troops against the Finnish Army, 
and the fighting is the heaviest 
that has been experienced since the 
Finng attacked Petrozavodsk, on the 
shores of Lake Onega, last Sep- 
tember. It seems that the primary 
aim of the Russian High Command 
is not so much to deliver a knock- 
out blow against the Finns as to 
safeguard the Murmansk route for 
the delivery of supplies from Great 
Britain and the United States. It 
is reported that heavy reinforce- 
ments have arrived in Leningrad 
from other parts of the Russian 
front, where the Soviets’ counter- 
offensive has forced the Germans to 
retreat; but there is no evidence so 
far to indicate that a major opera- 
tion is being prepared. Finland has 
staked everything on a. German 
victory against the Russians. Her 
leaders ignored the advice of their 
British and American friends to 
hold their hands some months ago, 
and, unless Ritter von Leeb can 
maintain his grip on Leningrad, their 
military position will be more than 
difficult. '

Chemists in Ireland 

Most professions in these hard 
times, are over-crowded, but, accord- 
ing to a report in a recent issue of 
this newspaper, the pharmaceutical 
profession seems to be worse off in 
this respect than most of the 
others. Mr. P. C. Cahill, Presi- 
dent of the ‘Council of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, 
speaking to an Irish Times reporter, 
said that Ireland has 600 registered 
chemists’ apprentices, as well as 700 
qualified and unqualified assistants, 
about half of whom are employed, 
and unless steps are taken to control 
the number of people qualifying for 
the profession, it is probable that 
soon there will be an additional 
surplus of 250 chemists out of work 
in five years. He explained that an 


average of 80 students out of 200 


pass the final examination every 
year, and, since the death rate 
among chemists. amounts only to 


something like thirty a year, it is 


obvious that the profession must 
become overcrowded in a short-time. 
It is all very well to say that some- 
thing must be done; ‘the difficulty is 
to exactly know what can be done to 
stave off the evil day.

Malay Tactics 


Mr. Frank Owen, the Evening 
Standard’s somewhat critical Mili- 
tary Correspondent, calls attention

“the fact that in the twenty-eight 
days since the first Japanese landi 
their troops have advanced 
miles—a steady fifteen miles a 
day—th some of the world’s 
most di t country.” Mr. Owen 
adds that no man, however well 
trained, can cover more than four 
hundred miles in less than a month 
creeping and hopping through the 
jungle and having to fight. In his 
view, British tactics in Malaya 
require revision along with British 
strategy and political intelligence. 
““Our forces in Malaya are dis- 
concerted by the invisible Japanese 
gunmen and grenade-lobbers who 
appear behind our lines. Small 
forces infiltrating in this way have 
repeatediy foreed our troops to 
abandon prepared positions. What 
we need is mobile Tobruks, the forti- 
fied villages which are proving so 
effective in Russia and in Serbia. 
This would have entailed consider- 
able damage to private interests in 
Malaya, but this is no time to con- 
sider things like that.“ 


Emergency Food 


Thousands of parcels of complete 
rations for five days have been placed 
in specially selected dumps in 
restricted areas near the coasts of 
Britain by the Ministry of Food as 
a further precaution against in- 
vasion difficulties. Each weighs nine 
pounds, and contains one pound each 
of corned beef and tinned beans, one 
tin of condensed milk, two ounces of 
tea, a pound of sugar, three and 
three-quarters pounds of biscuits and 
four ounces of margarine. In the 
event of invasion these emergency 
packs will be available to every 
ration book holder, 
children, at six shillings each, with

Canned 
carrots, broad and runner beans 
and other vegetables will be sold 
without surrender of coupons. What 
the public particularly welcomes is 
the Ministry of Food’s decision to 
make available Empire canned 
apricots, peaches, pears and pine- 
apple, and home produced logan- 
berries, blackberries, damsons and 
ooseberries—delicacies which they 

ave not seen for many a long dar. 
Canned rhubarb may also be avail- 
able. 


The Late F. R. Higgins 


It is almost impossible to believe 
that poor Fred Higgins has been 
dead for a year; but my calendar 
reminds me that it was on the morn- 
ing of January 8th that our fore- 
most poet passed away. I have 
experienced some memorable days in 
the City of Dublin, but I cannot 
remember any sadder occasion than 
that bleak winter’s day. Fred's 
sudden death came as a terrible 
shock to his many friends, and his 
funeral from the Abbey Theatre to 
St. Mary’s Church was an unfor- 
gettable sight. On the night of his 
death Radio Eireann paid Higgins a 
graceful tribute, when it broadcast a 
short talk on the poet and his work 
by Brinsley Macnamara. I under- 
stand that to-night, after the late 
news, there will also be a reference 
to poor Fred. By the way, the 
anniversary of his death reminds me 
of the Higgins Memorial Fund, 
which, I believe, will be closing next 
month.

recommends, should be planned so as 
to be convertible to other uses. 

The report states that the Commis- 
sion considered the question of & 
guarantee of continued financial 
support for the Medical Research 
Council, and decided that after eight 
years the question of a permanent 
endowment could be dealt with more 
fully. It recommended that the 
Council be granted £5,000 a year. The 
Minister made a grant of £25,000, 
payable at £5,000 a year, íTóm 1939 
to 1943, the matter to be Féviewed at 
the end of two years. 

Regarding finance, the report states 
that the increase in the deficits of the 
3 special hospitals from 1933-

In its examination of hospital accounts, 
the Commission found cause for serious 
misgiving in the inconsistency and dis- 
parity of the increases in deficits of 
different hospitals, while recognising 
that deficits were bound to be shown. 
The Commission believed that hospitals 
should exercise control of — “cm 
to ensure a rational maintenance cost. 

one complaints of delay in 
furthering hospital schemes, the report 
states that many of the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission went far 
beyond anything thought out by the 
hospitals themselves, with the result 
that the Public Hospitals Act, 1933, 
retarded the developments contem- 
plated at that time by the hospitals, 
which the Commission regarded as in- 
adequate. Haphazard development had 
created in other countries conditions 
which had to be remedied by planned 
development. 

The speed with which local authority 
hospitals had been developed was due 
to their being virgin ground, 
whereas the scheme met with conflict- 
ing interests in its application to volun- 
tary hospitals. 


DEVELOPMENT 


In its observations and recommenda- 
tions of e ee development, the 
report states that there did not appear 
to the Commission to be any sound 
reason why orthopedics could not be 
treated as well in a general hospital as 
in a special hospital, taking for granted 
a sound system of administration in the 
general hospital. Certain specialities 
were to-day provided for in general 
hospitals, and there had been no sugges- 
tion .that their treatment, had suffered 
thereby. Certain conditions were treated 
in general hospitals to-day which could 


orthopedics—i.e., fractures, bone and 
joint tuberculosis. 

The most outstanding feature of 
hospital activity in the few years before 
1938 was the greatly increased demand 
for accommodation. The increase of 
hospital-consciousness for some years, 
and the added impetus given to it by 
the inauguration of the Hospital Sweep- 
stakes, was largely the cause of this. 
The greater demand now was for in- 
creased facilities for out-patients, a 
demand which grew in Dublin from 
627,236 patients in 1933 to 874,749 in 
1938. It was vitally important to know 
where to set the limit, without impos- 
ing hardship. 

he increase in hospital consciousness 
and the development of hospitals might 
easily lead to a position where all but 
the most trivial ailments were treated 
at the hospitals, with the result that 
the general practitioner would gradually 
be ousted, and the dispensary doctor 
would need to be given whole-time 
employment on e commensurate salary 
basis. 


THE FAMILY DOCTOR 


“Medical opinion,” states the report, 
‘seems to be unanimous that the 
general practitioner is the ‘most 
essential factor in the existing medical 
service, and is equally emphatic that a 
complete State medical service is not 
desirable. When, however, the 
question of hospital accommodation 
crops up, opinion was not 30 
unanimous, the general practitioner 
being mildly alarmed at the prospect 
of seeing the greater portion of his 
practice diverted to the hospitals. 
“ There does not appear to be any 
good reason why the hospital service 
should be extended to a degree that 
would constitute a menace to the con- 


— 
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report remarks that no develop- 
ment in hospital administration had 
taken place in this country comparable 
with that of hospitals i ther 
countries. is was no detraction 
from the work oí éxisting hospital 
administrators. With the expenditure 
of vast sums of money it was highly 
important that hospitals should have 
administrations com t to deal with 
the numerous problems that would 
follow. The Commission was not satis- 
fied- that the existing administrative 
machinery in many hospitals was 
capable of this added work. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Commission's criticisms, states 
the report, have been mainly directed 
to what it considered the main defects 
in hospital administration—i.e., the 
absence of adequate supervision of the 
activities of the hospital, mainly re- 
sponsible for increasing expenditure. 

e costs of remedying this would be 
repaid many times in savings resulting. 
A qualified hospital accountant, the 
Commission considered, was an 
essential administrative adjunct to any 
average-sized hospital. 

With more efficient administration, 
the medical staff of a hospital would 
find that they were less worried by 
trivial matters, and they also ‘would be 
interested in having a good recording 
system in the hospital to enable them 
better to study their patients. “ No 
recording system would succeed in the 
absence of proper general administra- 


tion. 

It would be desirable if the hospitals 
themselves combined to work out 4 
standardised praeery medical record- 
ing system, the report remarks. The 
need for recording was particularly 
apparent to the Commission, and it 
was extremely difficult to estimate 
with any degree of accuracy the 
accommodation required in the special 
hospitals in the absence of information 
rogues the treatment given in 
general hospitals to special diseases. 

Unsatisfactory results were obtained 
in an attempt by the Irish Nurses’ 
Organisation in 1937 to make a survey 
of nurses in the country, under the 
provisions of the 1933 Act, and with a 
grant from the Minister. Only 3,027 
replies were received to 10,000 circulars 
sent out. The idea behind the survey 
was the obtaining of data to be used 
whenever a nurses’ pension scheme 
should be established, and because of 
this the Commission regretted the in- 
adequate response. 


BEDS AND PATIENTS 


Statistics given in the report show 
that in 25 general hospitals the total 
bed accommodation grew from 2,567 
in 1933 to 2,633 in 1938, while the 
relation of bed-occupancy to available 
beds grew from 81.3 per cent. in 1933 
to 87.6 per cent. in 1938. In nine 
general voluntary hospitals in Dublin, 
total beds increased from 1,672 to 
1,695 in the same period, while bed- 
occupancy grew from 83.7 per cent. to 
89.9 per cent. In four general hospitals 
in Cork, beds increased by one to 436 
and oecupancy grew from 82.5 to 86.3 
per cent. In 25 general hospitals, the 
number of in-patients increased from 
52,796 in 1953 to 57,645 in 1938, while 
the * 8 stay per patient decreased 
from 21.8 days to 2.9 days. The 
number of patients per occupied bed 
8 the period increased from 16.7 
to 17.5. . 

In 27 special hospitals in the 1933- 
1938 period the bed complement grew 
from 2,616 to 2,917, and percentage 
bed-occupancy from 84.5 to 89.3. in 
these the average duration oí stay 
dropped from 32 to 30.4 days. 


‘MANY DEFICITS 


The incomes of 22 general hospitals 
grew from £185,600 in 1933 to £197,246 
in 1938, while the total ordinary ex- 
penditure rose from £211,573 in 1933 
to £263,526 in 1938. In 1933, 17 
hospitals had à total deficit of £29,091, 
and five hospitals had surpluses total- 
ling £3,118. These figures were, in 
1938 :—Total deficits of 16 hospitals, 
£69,496 ; total surpluses of 6 hospitals, 
£3,216, 

The deficits would have been. sub- 
stantially higher without the annual 
income from sweepstake funds invested 
by the hospitals. In 1933 the deficits 
mentioned above would have been 
£49,709, instead of £29,091, and in 
1938 they would have been £94,720, 
instead of £69,496, if such sweepstake 
funds had not been in the possession 
of these hospitals, 

The total incomes of 51 voluntary 
hospitals increased from £376,645 in 
1933 to £437,561 in 1938; in 1933 the 
deficits of 31 of these totalled £49,875, 
and in 1938 this total was £106,947. 
Without incomes from sweepstake 
money these deficits would have been: 
1933, £75,743; . 1938, £148,981. In 
1933, 20 of the 51 hospitals, and in 
1938 15 showed surpluses, which would 
in some cases have been turned into 
deficits without the presence of sweep-

TEA AND CLOTHING 


During the past six months, Tea 
Importers (Eire), Ltd., have bought a 
substantial quantity of tea on the 
Calcutta market, and arrangements 
had been made for the shipment of 
large consignments to the United 
States. 

“ From North America cargoes will 
be conveyed as SHE offers in 
the ships of Irish Shipping, Ltd.,” said 
Mr. Lemass, and it is that 
they will arrive in sufficient time to 
enable the ration to be increased to 
one ounce per head per week at some 
date in February. The future position is, 
however, very uncertain, and the extent 
of the ration in the months ahead will 
have to be determined from time to 
time by reference to prevailing con- 
ditions. The war in the Far East may 
have a distinct influence on the situa- 
tion. 

Questioned about rumours that 
clothing is to be rationed, the Minister 
said that supplies from Britain of 
cotton goods had been very reduced, 
and hostilities in the Western Pacific 
had practically closed up trade with 
Australia wre Australasia, with the 
danger that the deterioration in the 
situation may react adversely on 
supplies of woollen yarns and woollen 
piece goods from Britain. During the 
past year an increased use of Irish 
wool by the woollen mills here has been 
secured, and the Minister expressed 
the view that, with native supplies of 
wool, the country would be able to 
carry on without a serious shortage 
for some time. 


PAPER AND SOAP 


The Minister presented a 2 
view of the paper situation. e said 
that the quantity of paper and card- 
board, excluding newsprint, imported 
each year was 3 27,000 tons, and the 
most that could be expected now would 
be 20 per cent. of that figure. The 
outlook for newsprint was most 
gloomy, and, apart from certain small 
shipments already arranged for, the 
Minister could see little prospect of 
any further imports of this type of 
paper, and, the small quantity which 
could under the most favourable 
circumstances be produced by the Irish 
mills, would relieve the situation only 
to a very minor degree. 

The country has been working on 
fifty per cent. of its normal soap 
supplies, and it will be ible to 
maintain this percentage for another 
six months. Difficulties in importing 
vegetable oils have been increased by 
the extension of the war, and the 
1 of getting the raw materials 
rom abroad in the future must be re- 
garded as extremely remote. For that 
reason it may necessary, in the 
very immediate future, to restrict still 
further the quantities and classes of 
soap that can be made available for 
distribution. 

Since the beginning of October last, 
the Minister said, 1,250 tons of paraffin 
ecale had been purchased in the U.S.A. 
and imported into this country. This 
would represent slightly more than 
one-third of our normal annual require- 
ments, and would enable manufacturers 
of candles to continue in full produc- 
tion until the end of this month, and 
wholesalers to get about 70 per cent. 
of their normal supplies. Further 
quantities of —_— scale have now 
been purchased in America, and when 
they arrive the production of candles 
can go on until about the end of April.
